Despite French President Charles de Gaulle'a 


amazing escape from political demise during 


the recent turmoil in France, he continues to

Since then an "agent’’ or "agents” of Franca 
have launched cultural offensives among the 
French-speaking Canadians 
in Manitoba 
and 
New Brunswick as well as in Quebec And these 
offensives have been launched without notifying 
either the federal or provincial governments ac- 


Tt ft about time that someone answered a 
southeastern Ohio newspaper which insists on 
politicking in the field of penal institutions. 
We agree that the Ohio Penitentiary is obso­ 
lete. Whether the recent riot was the result of 
this condition or otherwise Is a debatable mat­ 
ter. We think that it was not. 


Riots are a sign of the times both within and 
without prisons. What Is needed is more discip­ 
line and hard-headedness rather than wishy- 
washy sociological experimentation.

A'l major credit 
card operations are expected to be using one 
or the other in a matter of months.

In a touch tone device attached to a special 


And now with the presidential campaigns un­ 
der way we have the year of the orator. 
One of the big tasks of radio and TV announ­ 
cers is to try to keep candidates from hogging 
the microphones. A candidate goes for a micro­ 
phone the way a baby or a lush goes for a bot­ 
tle! "We gotta get our message across to the 
peepul .” 


If and when the national convenlions are 
abolished and replaced by national primary el­ 
ections something will be lost to the American 
way of life The conventions provided not only a 
lot of hoopla but concentrated doses of oratory, 
such as the keynote addresses which usually 
featured the best public speakers in the nation. 
But not all the speakers were of that high qual- 
ity. 


Candidates as a rule have to be able to speak 
out at any time on any podium on any subject. 
And there is often a mistaken belief that be­ 
cause a person excels in one field he automati­ 
cally can excel in any field. This is erroneous, 
particularly in the matter of public speaking 


TH ERE WAS THE TIM E right after the Civil 
War when Gens. 
Grant 
and Sherman

greeted by a crowd of well-wishers in Chicago. 
The crowd called for speech from Gen Sher­ 
man and when he demurred there were cries 
for Gen. Grant, his superior officer, to order 
him to speak But Gen Grant also shrank from 
the ordeal, telling the throng. “ I would not or­ 
der one of my men to undertake what I would 
not undertake m yself.”

These longshoremen appear 
to be among the few in the 
land who were so embittered

It as a personal insult and 
plan to do something about it

Patiently, the dockwallopers await the arriv­ 
al. in Eastern U S. ports, of a fleet of Polish 
freighters now on the open seas. When the 
Communist cargo carriers arrive in Philadel­ 
phia, Baltimore, Norfolk and this big harbor 
during the next few weeks, members of the In­ 
ternational Longshoremen’s Association (AFL- 
CTO) plan to boycott and paralyze them 


Pier workers in Eastern and Gulf ports, led 
by Thomas (Teddy) Gleason, who carries ms 
patriotism as openly as Chicago demonstrators 
carried the Viet Cong flag, high and in the 
open, have decided to "withhold their labor’’ 
from Polish ship operators. 


THE DOCKERS MAY hammer It all down hy 
picketing harbor pilots, officers and others who 
service these craft Thus, if the Polish shipping 
trust does put its freighters into U.S. ports, they 
may not get them out again for a long time 


Apparently the Polish government, which ca r­ 
ries cargo for the Russians, the Bulgarians, the 
Hungarians and the East Germans, Is In high 
fashion, too. It must be planning a confronta­ 
tion 
According to the longshoremen’s union, 
the Poles' SS Hug Kollatha, the SS Domeyko 
and the craft which is (phonetically) called the 
Roma, are heading for Philadelphia and New 
Y’ork this minute. 


If they do put In, Teddy Gleason says they’ll 
not be worked — unloaded or loaded, serviced 
or "turned around ” 
Though Teddy Gleason can’t turn a phrase as 
deftly as he can twist a baling hook into Ameri­ 
can foreign policy, he does well in his “gutsy” 
fashion, 
"Why should we work for those who invaded 
a small nation which truly was bom on our 
fcoiP” "Teddy" asks, and not plaintively either. 
"W e respect the Polish people and there are 
many of these good folk among our member­ 
ship. But the Warsaw government is a thing of 
another color — red. The Polish freighter fleet 
carries cargo for the Eastern Communist bloc 
made up of the very nations whose military 


forces invaded Czechoslovakia 


"The Poles carry some 250,000 tons a year 


into the U S This gives them a profit of mil­ 


lions of dollars of hard currency. We’ve gone 


along with the State Department in the past 


and have worked Polish ships. But the depart­ 


ment can build bridges to the East by itself 


now 
We re not working those freighters any 
longer.” 


THIS TIM E the longshoremen will not be out 


front in isolated range. Their boycott will begin 


while the powerful AFL-CIO Executive Council 


(its high commandi is in session at the Hotel 


Commodore just 10 streets from the West Side 


piers here. 


Thus the American labor movement can lash 


out at the Soviets in the only practical demon­ 
stration available to the citizenry — boycott. 


While the longshoremen turn their backs on 
the Polish ships, the nation's labor leaders will 
turn loose its abhorrence of Soviet tactics 


Like so many of the fighting Irish, Teddy 
Gleason puts no time limit on his crusade 
He 
has been pressuring the six million member, 
London-based, International Transport Workers 
Federation (ITF) to pick up a piece of the ac­ 
tion 
IFT policy makers apparently have not 
been so aggrieved over the invasion They seek 
a 24-hour global boycott. Teddy Gleason be­ 
lieves this would simply give Communist sea­ 
men a one-day shore leave holiday. 


“THE IDEA OF A 24-hour boycott against the 
Communist group is a farce,” Gleason wrote, 
on 
Sept. 
3, to Charles 
Blyth, 
London based 
world-wide leader of the ITF 
"What would it 
accomplish” It seems to me we must all act 
like men representing the unions and organiza­ 
tions of the Free world and stop vacillating 
about what is a popular dictation and an unpo­ 
pular dictation. 
It seems to me if we are 
against dictators, let’s take a stand against all 
dictatorships.” 


Along with the letter, Gleason sent his union’* 
resolution which calls for " a blanket boycott, 
with no time limit, against all cargoes and 
ships emanating from and registered in the So­ 
viet Union, Poland, East Germany, Hungary 
and Burgaria ” 


Soon Teddy Gleason and his longshoremen 
will be knicked by the rapier thrusts of those 
who never saw a baling hook until they took 
their first luxury liner holiday. 


But the Teddy Gleasons need answer to no 
one. They stand on their rights — and these in­ 
clude the privilege of refusing to work for Com­ 
munist military dictatorships. 


Each of the platforms adopted at the two na 


tlonal conventions emphasizes the responsibility 


of state and local governments in dealing with 


crim e and lawlessness 


Only incidentally, however, are there refer­ 


ences to the federal government, and these are 


mostly concerned with financial assistance or 


troops in the event of an emergency. 


What apparently was lost sight of is the fla­ 


grant disregard of existing federal laws which 


ipecify punishment for those individuals who 


cross state lines and Instigate "demonstrations” 


that lead to violence 


Rep Roman C. Pucinski, Democrat of Illinois 


called Aug, 31 for a Federal Grand Jury inves­ 


tigation of "out-of staters” who, he alleged, had 
traveled to Chicago "to incite mass riot* during 
the Democratic National Convention ”

SINCE THAT TIM E, William J 
Campbell, 


chief judge of the U S Distrct Court of North­ 


ern Illinois, has ordered a sweeping grand jury 
investigation of the disorders during the Demo­ 


cratic convention, including charges of 
an in­ 


terstate conspiracy to promote riot 
and of vio­ 


lation of the civil rights of antiwar protester* 
by police 


This has been followed up by Rep 
William 
Cramer. Republican of Florida, who demanded 
Wednesday that the attorney general prosecute 
vnder the new federal antiriot law those wht 
engaged in violent clashes with the police i« 
Chicago during the convention 


Mr. Cramer, author of the act, said "certain 
Individuals" violated the law when they an­ 
nounced in advance that they intended to caui* 
violence, crossed state lines with that intention 
and then actually committed violence. He add­ 
ed: 


"This is a clear breach of the federal antiriot 
law and the failure of the Justice Department 
to apprehend and prosecute those lawbreaker* 
is unconscionable.” 


There has been quibbling, moreover, about 
the use of the words "law and order.” Sen. Ed­ 
ward W. Brooke of Massachusetts, a Republi­ 
can who is a Negro and a former attorney gen­ 
eral of his state, mentioned racial overtones as 
possibly linked to the phrase. He thinks it would 
be better for Republicans to call for "order 
with justice" to describe the issue of crime :n 
the streets, instead of “law and order.” 


Actually, both national platforms are positive 
ir. their statements about the importance of 
preserving "order,” even though they do not 
define 
federal 
responsibility 
in meeting 
th# 
problem The Republican plank says: 


"We call on public officials at the federal, 
states and local levels to enforce our laws with 
firmness and fairness. We recognize that re­ 
spect for law and order flows naturally from * 
just society. While demanding protection of the 
public peace and safety, we pledge a relentles* 
attack on economic and social injustice in every 
form .” 


The Democrats avoided the phrase ’law and 
order” and entitled their platform plank "jus­ 
tice and law ” But they pledged "a vigorous 
and sustained campaign against lawlessness in 
all its forms.” and added: 


"When the dissenter resorts to violence, he 
erodes the institutions and values which are the 
underpinnings of our Democratic society. We 
must not and will not tolerate violence.” 


The real issue is not brought into perspective 
in either platform plank For much of the trou­ 
ble with the problem of "law and order" or 
"justice and law” is the failure of governmen­ 
tal authorities at all levels to prosecute persons 
who are directly or indirectly responsible for 
plotting the lawlessness in their communities. 


MANY OF THE STATEMENTS that help to 
provoke disorder are 
printed widely in the 
press — as Judge Campbell noted when he 
called for a grand jury investigation in Chicago 
Leaders of “ demonstrations” have been quoted 
as they uttered threats of revolutionary tactics. 
The federal government collects a great deal 
of information about the plots to provoke disor 
derly "demonstrations.” But there seems to be 
a reluctance by the Department of Justice to 
ask that grand juries be summoned to indict 
those who appear to be violating existing laws. 
Indications are that this may become an im­ 
portant issue in the presidential campaign
